The figures of births a ad deaths shown in this 
statement for week ending the 31st March, 1956, 
relate 10191 towns with an estimated population of 
25,091 thousands.

The number of births and deaths recorded 
in these towns were 1,748 and 778 representing birth 
and death rates of 22-2 and 9*9 per thousand of 
population respectively.
